DIRECTOR OF HUMAN RELATIONS -— Is this 
vosition necessary? «From our point of_vantage, it 


pears that this functionary's 


principal respon- 


sibility is to be on call to go into the field and assist 
white principals in dealing with blacks who appear 
to be a threat to whites. If that is the director's true 
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function, and we believe that it is, then we think the 
job might as well be abolished. It is neither con- 
structive nor essential. The black community lost a 
black high school principal and gained what is, in 
our opinion, nothing more than a “spook by the 


door.”

Voted 4-2 (Dr. Watson 
Walker was absent) to ap- 
peal the July 29, ruling

Although the vote on the 
third resolution directing 
the superintendent to pro- 
ceec with preparation of a 
new pupil reassignment 
plan was unanimous, the 
black and white board 
members seemed to be 
split in their reasons for 
doing so. . 

Hamiar and~ Castieman 
indicated that they were 
actualy in favor of."moving 
ahead" toward completion 
of an acceptable 
desegregation plan. Board 
Pres. M. Steven Boley, V- 
pres. Paul Langdon, and 
members Marilyn Redden 
and Virginia Prentice gave 
the impression they were 
putting the deseg lon 
planners back to only

In explaining his vote on 
the resolution to proceed, 
Langdon said It seemed to 
be “the lesser of two 
evils." ; 

When he presented the 
three resolutions for the 
board's consideration, 
Pres. Boley made a state- 
ment to the effect that the 
board is now in a direct 
confrontation. with the 
Federal court “to decide 
just who is going to run 
the ... schools,”

“Paul Brown arranged 
for me to play without 
fanfare,”’ Willis stated, 
adding that “in his own 
quiet way, (Brown) did 
have to defend = his 
actions" for breaking the 
color barrier. 

In his presentation 
address, Brown called 
Willis “a pro personality” 


and “no ordinary person.”. 


He also called him “the 
quickest down lineman in 
the history of football” and 
credited him with helping 
Originate the recently- 
revived 4-3 defense and 
with being a forerunner of 
the modern middie 
linebacker. * 

In his only reference to 
the fact that he chose 
Willis (and later Motley) as 
the first black in thé 
league, Brown said he was 
not trying to change 
society but was simply 
looking for “men among 
men.” 

In thatcontext, Brown 
said, “Willis measures up." 

In his comments about 
Gov. Rhodes, whom he 
thanked for giving him the 


Opportunity “to work in the 
service of youth,” Willis 
said: “He thinks I'm the 


greatest football player 
who ever lived; | think he's 
the greatest governor who 
ever lived.”

SENIOR CITIZEN: 
WORKERS NEEDED 


Crime Prevention for Older Americans, a one 
year project funded under Title VI of the Com- 
prehensive Employment Training Act (CETA), 
needs senior citizens who want to work, according 
to Bernard T, Chupka, Public Safety director. 

The project, directed by the Division of Police 
Community Relations Bureau, is designed to help 
senior citizens become less vulnerable to crime. To 
do this, 25 senior citizens Outreach Workers will be 
hired at $4.22 per hour to work 12 hours per week 
with the police in the area of crime prevention.

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Prof Shows Need For More Black Owned Banks 


CINCINNATI BUREAU 


There is a definite need 
for more black-owned 
banks in the US., but 
those interested in forming 
them “must not confuse 
sociological motivation 
with business necessity,” 
according to a University 
of Cincinnati finance 
professor who has studied 
black banks. 

Thomas V. Wright, assis- 
tant professor of finance, 
Says “there is a crying 
need for more black 
Ownership of capital” but 
those wanting to bring that 
objective about must 
realize the pitfalls of 
banking in the black com- 
munity. 

He says those who start 
black banks without care- 
ful plannina and sufficient 


thought about the 
economic conditions in 
black communities will see 
“their dreams turn into 
nightmares.” 

Wright, a’ black, bases 
his opinions on a 207-page 
study he made of nine 
black banks and 22 white 
banks in eight states, all 
with limited branch 
banking Jaws. THe—banks 
were located in black com- 
munities and were studied 
in 1973. 

His two principal con- 
clusions are: 

* Black’ banks were, on 
the average, less profitable 
than white banks in black 
communities. His reasons: 
black banks lost twice as 
much in loan defaults and 
had relatively more em- 
ployees. 


* Black banks were 
much more affected by 
community economic 
conditions than white 
banks in the same com- 
munity. Wright says this is 
because the black banks 
were more heavily involved 
in the community—holding 
more accounts and making 
more joans=than their 
white-counterparts. 

Loan losses were greater 
at black banks because: 
black banks took greater 
loan risks, were newer to 
the black communities, 


failed to adequately secure .

Senior John Glenn cited: 
a 325 percent increase in 
the incidence of “fire for 
Profit” crimes across the 
Nation, “and introduced a 
bill that would ‘federally 
Classify’such incidences as 
“major” crimes, which up 
to now have gone 
unnoticed by the public-at- 
large. 

The proposal, 
Glenn calls the “Arson 
Control Assistance Act," 
would also okay federal 
aid to state and community 
campaigns against arson. 

Glenn said that many 
fires, according to arson 
investigators, are caused 
deliberately by profess- 
ional arsonists, called “tor- 
ches” who make as much 


as $300,000 annually, as 
their share of the insur- 
ance payment. 

Roughly 50 percent of 
fires are maliciously set, 
according to officals in 
large cities, but the figures 
are difficult to prove out! 
right because many com- 
munities lack the means to 
investigate the fires one- 
_ by-one.

peddte~ their-Hi-gotten wares.--Ob--  tyse vicious after dark thieves-and- 


viously too excited over the generous 
offers from the easy going pur- 
chasers, staff of cops, the sellers 
were unaware that the whole tran- 
gaction was conducted before the 


easily won secret indictments of 
more than 50 suspects by the 
Franklin County Grand.jury..As-of the 
last count reported, 11 of the indic- 
tees had been picked up and slam- 
med into a cell at the County Jail. 

But in addition to this, countiess of 
the sipoff victims regained their 
stolen property-upon authentic iden- 
tification. OCU reports the recovery 
of more than $200,000-worth of stolen 
Property which they had purchased 
for the sum of $18,000 involving 127 
transactions.

Virtually every community with a 


sizeable proportion of black residents 


provides an excellent proving ground for 


the development of biack leadership.

The bill, being considered by the 
House Banking subcommittee on finan- 
cial institutions, deserves a letter of sup- 
port to your congressman. Current law 
effectively prevents credit unions from 
lending for home mortgages because it 
generally limits the term of credit unions 
to ten years. 

This new bill would raise that limit to 
30 years and to 15 years for home- 
improvement loans and for purchasing 
mobile homes. C. Austin, Montgomery, 
chief of the National Credit Union Ad- 
ministration, with its 33 million members, 
thinks this. will offer-a long sought after 
service for credit union members and will 
contribute to the availability of mortgage 
money for consumer members. 

The exact sentiments of this writer. 
Blacks and other poor people control 
their church and other sponsored credit 
unlons. These tomminity controlled 
organizations will riot deny a qualified 
person the funds to purchase a home. 
Another provision of the bill would 

—eliminate.the existing-$2,5000 limit.on.un-_ 
secured loans and allow the directors of 
each credit union to set their own limit. 

Black loan officers are not as reticent 
to risk funds for their own community 
development. This will create an easy 
source of capital for the small, business 
person unions, The federal agency that 
regulates credit unions has endorsed the 
proposed legislation. Clip this article and 
mail it to your Congressman or call.him 
and say, let's get behind this credit union 
bill, it will help’cure some of this hidden ~ 
racism going on.

Sponsors of the bill contend that con- 
sumers, the elderly in particular, will save 
millions of dollars on drug bills by buying 
generic drugs, (non-brand named),. in- 
stead of the higher drug: which is sold 
under its name. These brands are con- 
siderably higher than non-named generic 
drugs because they are nationally adver- 
tised by the manufacturers, who passes 
the costs on to the consumers, the spon- 
sors argued.

Has he no 
respect for what belongs 
to his fellow man? Why is 
he the head man in 
looting? This series of 

uestions came to mind 

ring TV scenes of the 
New York City Blackout. 

Police got very busy 
trying to- stop ing and 
arresting the thieves. The 
prominent looter was the 
black man carrying arm 
loads of goods from stores, . 
wiping out -small-mer- 
chants. it was a disgrace- 
ful scene for a people to 
perform, but every scene of 
arresting looters showed 
only black with arms loads 
of goods. 
merchants’ heads 
were already dragging into 
the muck of despair and 


ruin. Did the black man 
have to be the demon to 
shove it deeper into 


despondency? It looked 
that way according to the 
scenes. The riots of the 
‘60's had armies of- looters 
and they were black 
looters. They. started fires 
and destruction to give 
birth to the opportunity to 
loot. What is this peculiar 
trait of the black man or is 
it a trait? 

It may be said that the 
black man never had 
‘nothing’ and avails him- 
self to every easy oppor- 
tunity to get something. 
That is, looting. Every 
scene for TV of a disaster 
and looting has the black 
man as the principle 
culprit. One just doesn't 
see a white face. 

It is* a sensible conjec- 
ture to believe that whites 
loot a great deal, but the 
TV camera men convenien- 
tly overlook them being 
hauled to the paddy 
wagons. There are plenty 
of white looters in a big.

VETS’ DISCHARGE 
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STATUS UNDER ATTACK 


President-Carter's proposal.to. upgrade 
fess-than-honorable discharges was a 
long overdue step to restore some 
rationality and justice to an irrational and 
unjust situation. But this proposal is now 
running into Congressional opposition 
that threatens to sabotage the hopes of 
hundreds of thousands of Vietnam-era 
veterans. . “ 

The Administration wants. to 
automatically upgrade many less-than- 
honorable discharges to honorable. This 
has important consequences for such in- 
dividuals. It would qualify them for 
veteran's benefits, and it would remove 
an obstacle to employment, since many 
employers won't hire anyone who holds 
less than an honorable discharge. 

Lobbying. groups. and some 
Congressmen though, want to either 
scrap the plan or dilute it to the point 
where it's meaningless. Instead of 
blanket upgrading, they’re suggesting 
that recipients of the upgraded 
discharges still be denied veteran's 
benefits until cleared by a review panel; a 
time-consuming and unworkable 
process. 

Compassion and justice demand that 
such vindictive measures be beaten back 
and the Administration's program be sup- 
ported. 

The upgraded discharges would go to 
people whose less-than-honorable 
discharges were administrative. -The 
popular image of a military lawbreaker 
whose court martial would be reversed is 
fiction. Most of the veterans served their 
terms of duty, slogged through the mud 
in Vietnam, and now. often because of 
grossly unfair procedures, personal 
grudges, or other factors—including 
racials discrimination — are Under a-tife 
sentence of disadvantage because of ar- 
bitrarily-imposed discharges. 

Most also served honorably in the com- 
bat zone, which is the basic test of the 
soldier. Their discharges, when there 
was_a valid reason, were often for minor 
infractions. The penalty does not fit the 
offense in such cases. 


The_racial factor is obvious from an 


“examination. of discharge statistics that 


show disproportionate numbers of blacks 
getting *feas-than-honorable discharges. 
Important differences exist too, amoftig 
the different service units. Less than ten 
percent of Army personnel separated tor 
“character or behavior disorders” got 
honorable discharges but 77 percent of 
Navy personne! separated for the same 
reason got honorable discharges, 

That doesn't make sense. It is unfair to 
individuals who get uneven treatment 
only because different services acted dif- 
ferently. This is capriciousness not 
justice. | 

Many of the veterans concerned never 
should have been in the armed forces at 
all. They were persons whose 
educational and other disadvantages 
were below military standards. Rather 
than resort to politically unpopular draft™ 
of college students or calling up reserve 
units, such persons were recruited into 
the military with the promise that they'd 
benefit from special programs upgrading 
their skills and education. ' 

Instead they found themselves in com- 
bat, and are disproportionately among 
those who received bad discharges. Not 
to correct that situation would be to 
double the unfairnesses they've already 
been subjected to. 

Less-than-honorable discharges are so 
important in their effect on a person s life 
that they should not be imposed without 
formal proceedings. 

Service personne! should not be sub- 
jected to arbitrary administrative fiats; 
removal from the ranks and receipt of a 
discharge that carries penalties should 
be for cause, with due process and 
protection for the accused. 

The Administration's program for 
upgrading discharges should be suppor 
ted against emotional but mistaken at- 
tacks. It represents an important step in 
the process of healing the wounds of 
Vietnam, and we''! never escape from 
that tragedy so ‘ ng as justice to 
veterans is denied.

nondiscretionary obligation of federal officials 
responsible for its programs and possibly does 
the same for revenue sharing funds. The 
Revenue Sharing Act now requires the Secretary 
of the Treasury to suspend the payment of 
revenue sharing funds generally following a 
Secretary, by an administrative hearing office 
or by a federal or state court, unless the 
recipient government enters into a compliance 
agreement or complies with a court's order. The 
new provision of the Safe Streets Act, even more 
stringent than any under Revenue Sharing, 
requires LEAA to terminate funds automatically 
45 days after the filing of a complaint by the 
United States alleging a violation of the non- 
discrimination provisions of the Act.
